SUMMARY OF BILL.: Urges and encourages the Governor and the Speakers of the
Senate and House of Representatives to ban state-sponsored and state-funded travel within their
respective jurisdictions to any state of the Union that has banned state-sponsored travel to
Tennessee in a selective way. Requires copies of the resolution be transmitted to certain
specified bodies and individuals.

e This resolution does not require any action be taken by the Governor or the Speakers of
the Senate and House of Representatives.

¢ Should the Governor and Speakers choose to ban travel to certain jurisdictions, the state
could experience a cost-avoidance of an unquantifiable amount.

e Any increase in state expenditures to prepare and transmit copies of this resolution is
estimated to be not significant.
